BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Section 13 of Chapter 3 of the Municipal 
Code of the City of Fort Wayne is hereby amended so as to read 
in its revised entirety as follows: 

"13. It shall be the duty of every humane officer 
or assistant humane officer of the City of Fort Wayne to 
apprehend and impound all dogs found running at large. 

Any dog so impounded may, upon payment of the redemption 
fee specified below, be redeemed by the owner within 
seventy-two (72) hours after the impounding of such dog 
by reclaiming such dog at the humane shelter; provided, 
however, that the owner of such dog shall pay to the City 
of Fort Wayne a redemption fee of ten dollars ($10.00). 

"Such fees shall be paid to the person in charge of 
the humane shelter who shall accept such money on behalf 
of the City and who shall issue a receipt for the same, 
whereupon such dog shall be released to the owner there- 
of; provided, however, that no dog shall be released 
unless the owner shall also show a dog-tax receipt as 
proof of ownership. 

"All impounded dogs not released within seventy-two 
(72) hours after being impounded may be placed in suitable 
homes or destroyed in a humane manner by the Fort Wayne 
Humane Commission. The person in charge of the humane 
shelter shall keep an accurate record of all impounded 
dogs which record shall show the time each dog is im- 
pounded, the disposition made of each dog, and all appro- 
priate information. 


"Any person owning or harboring any female dog in 
heat must provide shelter adequate to protect the animal 
from conceiving. Any person who fails to provide such 
shelter for a female dog in heat shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be fined not less 
than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00). 
Each day during any portion of time in which a female dog 
in heat is left unsheltered shall constitute a separate 
offense . 


"It shall be unlawful for any person to hinder, molest 
or interfere with any humane officer or other official 
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authorized to perform any duty described in this section."

Dear Ivan: 


Some months ago, I talked with you by telephone in regard 
to certain proposed revisions in the portion of the Municipal 
Code dealing with running and stray dogs. As you may recall, 

I indicated that Captain Koch had urged the Humane Commission 
to recommend certain changes in the code and I am now informed 
that it has done so. The result is enclosed. 

The amendment proposed achieves the objectives stated in 
the headnote and, incidentally, simplifies the procedures for 
payment of a redemption fee. 

The first revision would establish a redemption fee with 
respect to the first impoundment of any loose dog. Under present 
law, every dog is entitled to one free caper. The revision 
would' cover the approximate cost to the city of capturing and 
impounding an average dog. 

The second revision would require protection for female 
dogs in heat and, would tend to reduce the incidence of unintended 
conceptions. 

This bill would cost the city nothing and would,, in fact, 
reimburse it for the expenses of picking up loose dogs. Also, 
it would reduce the expense of caring for (and mostly disposing 
of) unwanted puppies.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-12-73 
AN ORDINANCE amending Section 13 of 
Chapter 3 of the Municipal Code of Fort 
Wayne by: (1) imposing a redemption fee 
often dollars ($10.00) in respect to the first 
occasion upon which a dog running at 
large has been impounded, and (2) re- 
quiring shelter adequate to protect a fe- 
male dog in beat from conception. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Section 13 of Chapter 3 of the 
Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne 
is hereby amended so as to read in its re- 
vised entirety as follows: 

"13. It shall be the duty of every hu- 
mane officer or assistant humane officer 
of the City of Fort Wayne to apprehend 
and impound all dogs found running at 
large. Any dog so impounded may, upon 
payment of the redemption fee specified 
below, be redeemed by the owner within 
seventy-two (72) hours after the im- 
pounding of such dog by reclaiming such 
dog at the humane shelter; provided, 
however, that the owner of such dog shall 
pay to the City of Fort Wayne a redemp- 
tion fee of ten dollars ($10.00). 

"Such fees shall be paid to the person 
in charge of the humane shelter who 
shall accept such money on behalf of the 
City and who shall issue a receipt for the 
same, whereupon such dog shall be re- 
leased to the owner thereof; provided, 
however, that no dog shall be released 
unless the owner shall also show a dog- 
tax receipt as proof of ownership. 

"All impounded dogs not released with- 
in seventy-two (72) hours after being im- 
pounded may be placed in suitable homes 
or destroyed in a humane manner by the 
Fort Wayne Humane Commission. The 
person in charge of the humane shelter 
shall keep an accurate record of all im- 
pounded dogs which record shall show 
the time each dog is impounded, the dis- 
position made of each dog, and all appro- 
priate information. 

"Any person owning or harboring any 
female dog in heat must provide shelter 
adequate to protect the animal from con- 
ceiving. Any person who fails to provide 
such shelter for a female dog in heat shall 
upon conviction, be fined not less than 
ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than fifty 
dollars ($50.00). Each day during an por- 
tion of time in which a female dog in heat 
is left unsheltered shall constitute a sepa- 
rate offense. 


"It shall be unlawful for any person to 
hinder, molest or interfere with any hu- 
mane officer or other official authorized 
to perform any duty described in this sec- 
tion.” 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its 
passage by the Common Council, approv- 
al by the Mayor and legal publication.
